Union rallies for better contract 
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Local 11’s skit portrays 
administration vs. workers

About 100 USC dining and housing employees 
and their supporters rallied Thursday afternoon at 
Tommy Trojan, acting out a satire which detailed 
their frustration with university contract 
negotiations, ; 

Billed as “The USC You Never See,” the three- 
scene skit, enacted by campus workers belonging, 
to the Local 11 Hotel Employees and Restaurant 
Employees Union, depicted the insensitivity of the 
administration in the negotiating process and the 
pitfalls of using non-union workers. 

The union wants to speed up contract negotia- 
tions to address what it considers to be unfair 
terms before the spring semester ends, The terms 
include the unemployment of one-third of the Din- 
ing Services employees during the summer, They 
were replaced last summer by non-union workers 
who worked for $5 an hour. 

Maria Elena Durazo, Local 11 president and or- 
ganizer of the rally, said she did not believe the 
portrayals of the administration were harsh. 

“When we sit down and talk about the issues 
with the administration, they always tell us the 
university is looking for the cheapest way to do it,” 
she said. 

“This exposes it in the simplest terms possible.”

New director seeks cure for apathy

Frustrated with low student 
participation and lack of public 
relations, newly appointed di- 
rector of Program Board Sarah 
Szalavitz hopes to pull students 
out of their apathy and get them 
involved with program events. 

Her first attack: PR. 

Szalavitz believes the Program 
Board must arm itself with a 
public relations director, rather 


than relying on Student Senate 
for publicity matters, as it has- 
done in the past, 

“The purpose of Program 
Board is to make ‘SC look 
ood,” Szalavitz said, and the 
ack of publicity prevents people 
from knowing what is going on. 

Second on her agenda is the 
recruitment process, which Sza- 
lavitz hopes to improve by hold- 
ing an Open House on April 
18th where students will be able 


to meet current directors of Pro- 
gram Board and ask questions 
about what they do. Many di- 
rector positions will open next 
fall because of the large number 
of directors graduating this 
spring. 

“I heartily recommend any 
students interested in student 
life to apply,” Szalavitz said. 
“It’s an exciting opportunity to 
teach leadership through Pro- 
gram Board that you carry

When asked about plans for 
Springfest, the organization's 
biggest event of the year, Szala- 
vitz said that the event's pro- 
gramming is “at crossroads”.

Graduates elect 1995-96 Executive Board 


Richard Groper chosen 
to chair, group renamed

In a dramatic increase from the 14 who 
turned out last year, 41 of the 50 members of 
the Graduate and Professional Student Sen- 
ate met to elect the 1995-96 officers of the 
Executive Board, 

The board's new officers hope to strength- 
en representation for graduate and profes- 
sional students. 

“There are upwards of 13,000 grad stu- 
dents (and) to overlook these people is a 
huge injustice,” said Richard opu, the 
newly-elected chair of GPSS. 


“We (the GPSS) want to encompass all 
Brad students at USC and make sure they 

ave a voice in the things that decide their 
fate,” 

The officers of the GPSS Executive Board 
are elected by the legislative body of the 
GPSS, called the Full Board. The Full Board 
is composed of representatives from each 
graduate and professional degree-granting 
departments, as well as the current mem- 
bers of the Executive Board. 

Four of the officers elected Monday night 
already serve on the current Executive 
Board. Groper, formerly the external 
liaison, will switch positions with Alberto 
Behar, the current chair. Apoorv Srivastava, 
now Member at Large, will fill the Commu- 
nications Chair and Samantha Winch will 


maintain her position as Programming 
Chair. 

The other officers elected will be serving 
on the Executive Board for the first time. 
They are: Jeffrey Thompson as Finance 
Chair, Paul O'Donaghue as Cognitions 
(Newsletter) Editor, Jane M. Chong as 
Health Science Campus Liaison, Cindy Day 
as Elections and Recruitment Chair, and Liz 
Sakaldasis as Member at Large. 

Christopher Larkins, current Elections 
and Recruitment Chair, organized the elec- 
tions and said that he was very pleased with 
the results, 

“The elections went a lot more smoothly 
then I thought they would,” Larkins said. 
“There weren't any large, angry

In Brief 


è LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Radio talk show host Ira Fis- 
tell and his wife have plead- 
ed innocent to felon 
hit-and-run charges filed af- 
ter a fatal traffic crash in 
which Fistell left the scene in 
a taxi and went to work. 


Fistell and his wife, Tonda, 
both 54, entered pleas Thurs- 
day before Municipal Court 
Judge Craig E. Veals, who or- 
dered a May 9 hearing. The 
couple, free on $20,000 bail 
each, face up to four years in 
prison if convicted. 


Fistell was arrested Feb, 17 
at the end of his morning 
KABC show, some six hours 
after the crash that killed 
Jaynna Banks, 16, of Culver 
City. Police said Fistell was 
driving alone when he made 
a left turn into the path of an- 
other vehicle. 

“There was apparently a 
minor impact at that time, 
but it caused the other vehi- 
cle to more or less go out of 
control and it struck a traffic 
signal pole and overturned,” 
said Detective Mike Fischer. 

Banks was thrown from 
the car and killed and the 
car's driver, Josh DeJean, 19, 
was injured, but Fistell 
wasn't hurt. 

Prosecutors said Fistell got 
into a taxi about 30 minutes 
after the crash and went to 
work, He called his wife mo- 
ments after the collision and 
she arrived in a taxi a short 
time later, telling police she 
was the driver of the Volvo, 
investigators said. 

“This is not a case where 
someone was involved in an 
accident and immediately left 
the scene,” Fistell’s lawyer, 
Robert Schwartz, said after 
Thursday’s brief hearing.

@NEW YORK (AP) — 
Moammar Gadhafi says Liby- 
an planes will soon defy a 
United Nations embargo and 
fly over neighboring coun- 
tries, The New York Times re- 

orted today. The Libyan 
eader also threatened pull 
out of the international 
agency, 

In an interview in the Liby- 
an capital Tripoli, Gadhafi 
also told the newspaper he 
would retaliate if Egypt, Su- 
dan and Saudi Arabia don't 
allow the flights, which he 
said would be carrying Mus- 
lim pilgrims to Mecca, Saudi 
Arabia. 


Mecca is Islam's holiest site 
and millions of Muslims from 
around the world make pil- 
grimages there every year. 


“If the Libyan planes are 
shot down or destroyed, or 
anything happens to these 
pilgrims, then it will mean 
that the Prophet's tomb is 
under the control of the Unit- 
ed States and that Saudi Ara- 
bia is not an independent 
country,” he said, referring 
to the Prophet Mohammed. 


The United Nations 
banned flights to and from 
Libya in April 1992, after Lib- 
ya refused to extradite two 
Libyans wanted in the 1988 
bombing of a Pan Am jet over 
Lockerbie, Scotland. The 
bombing killed 270 people. 


The embargo has forced 
ret ely to travel by land in 
order to catch flights in 
neighboring nations. 


Egypt, Sudan and Saudi 
Arabia have abided by the 3- 
year-old ban. 


Gadhafi also threatened to 
withdraw from the United 
Nations, saying the world 
body has become an instru- 
ment of the French, British 
and Americans. 


e DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) 
— The 500 residents of one 
village Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton visited during her South 
Asian tour decided to re- 
member her by changing the 
name of the town, 

“Hillary Para” is the new 
name of Rishi Para village. 
Mrs. Clinton met there Mon- 
day with poor women who 
run small businesses with 
loans from a rural bank. 

On Wednesday, Mrs. Clin- 
ton concluded her 12-day 
tour of Pakistan, India, Ne- 
pal, Bangladesh and Sri 
Lanka 


“Each country I visited of- 
fered unique insights into the 
challenges and successes we 
share as individual nations 
and as a global family,” Mrs. 
Clinton said in a farewell 
statement in Colombo, the 
capital of Sri Lanka. 

“My brief stay in South 
Asia has further convinced 
me that our relationships 
must go beyond economic 
ties to embrace a greater con- 
cern for women and children 
who play such a vital role in 
the political, social and eco- 
nomic life of every nation.” 


© BEIJING (AP) — A treat- 
ment using traditional Chi- 
nese medicines has revived 
dozens of people from co- 
mas, including one man who 
was unconscious for five 
years, the official media re- 
ported Wednesday. 

The Recovery Hospital in 
northeast China’s Heilong- 
jiang province has treated 38 
people with the medicine 
and all regained conscious- 
ness, hospital director Wang 
Dawei told the Xinhua News 
Agency. 

The therapy uses medicine 
that promotes blood circula- 
tion and acupuncture, said 
the report, which did not 
give details.

To signify the university's re- 
lationshi he with the contractor, 
the robed administrator clapped 
the well-dressed, cigar-smok- 
ing, whip-toting man on the 

back. 


In the final scene, the union 
workers confronted the the ad- 
ministration. The administrator 
in the graduation gown held up 
a sign which represented USC's 
“Strategic Plan,” a 15-page doc- 
ument which, among other 
things, touts the university as 
the “largest private employer in 
the city of Los Angeles,” 

One of the union workers 
snatched the sign from him, 
crumpled it up and threw it back 
in his face, accompanied by a 
roar of applause and cheering. 

Although the second and 
third scenes were performed 
mostly in Spanish, a narrator 
came out between scenes to 
summarize the ideas in English, 

Student members of Movi- 
miento Estudiantil Chicano de 
Aztlan ascended to the platform 
to affirm their support of the 
union workers. 

“We're not scared of them,” 
said Estevan Leyva, head of ME- 
ChA. “They can’t kick us out 
like they can you.” 

After the rally, the union 
workers and their supporters 
marched around the campus 
wearing bright red Local 11 
placards. 

“During the summertime, it’s 
hard,” said Pedro Torres, a re-

ceiving clerk for Cafe '84. 
“Sometimes I don’t have anoth- 
er job.” 

Torres said he finds work at 
places like McDonald’s, but it’s 
a burden to look for a job while 
running a household, 

Housing and Dining Services 
employees were joined by their 
Local 11 counterparts from the 
community. 

Randy Williams, a waiter at 
the Omni Hotel downtown and 
a Local 11 member, said he felt 
the skit was well done, and that 
it hit “the heart of the problem.” 

“It’s disappointing,” Williams 
said. “USC does a lot of social 
work in the community, and 
now they're letting down their 
own workers.” 


Williams said he was involved 
in a similar fight to keep his job 
at the hotel a few months ago. 
Thirty-five pore were arrested 
when workers blockaded Figue- 
roa Street, he said. 


Although the current dispute 
only affects one-third of the Din- 
ing Services workers directly, 
Durazo attributes the intense in- 
volvement to the fact that the is- 
sue affects all members. 


“They start with one-third 
now, but they may find ways to 
subcontract the others,” she 
said, 

Durazo said Local 11 plans to 
have another rally soon in order 
to resolve the dispute before 
summer.

disagreements.” 

Larkins said the main concern 
among the candidates was how 
the budget should be allocated 
and how administration should 
be run, Otherwise, all the candi- 
dates agreed when it came to 
the issues of clarifying and sim- 
plifying funding procedures, 
and increasing communications, 

Larkins attributes the lack of 
contention on issues to the fact 
that the GPSS is an “organiza- 
tion on the upswing.” 


The GPSS, formerly known as 
the Council of Graduate and 
Professional Students, was 
formed four years ago as a reac- 
tion to the feeling that the con- 
cerns of graduate students 
weren't being met under the 
auspices of the Student Senate. 

To accomplish its goals, Grop- 
er said the GPSS needs to in- 
crease its visibility and become a 
presence on campus.

In the future, Szalavitz would 
like to see Springfest become an 
all-day music event, similiar to 
the festivities of Homecoming 
and possibly serving as a 
benefit. 

Szalavitz has been actively

On top of her cumulative 3.65

Besides funding, the GPSS 
also provides information on 
how to get fellowships and tries 
to foster relations between grad- 
uate students who would other- 
wise never meet. 

“We want to provide not just 
a professional atmos sabe but a 
social one as well,” r said, 

As the new Chair of the Exec- 
utive Board, Groper said that 
one of hisprimary goals and one 
of the major goals of GPSS is the 
development of a more coherent 


student 


and equitable policy on student 
health insurance, 

Cindy Day, a graduate stu- 
dent in Education and newly- 
elected Elections and 
Recruitment Chair, also said she 
feels the need to make GPSS’ 
presence known, 

“My first meeting was the 
election meeting, Day said. “I 
had never heard of (the GPSS) 
before I saw an ad for it in the 
Daily Trojan. I was curious as to 
what it was, so I picked up an 
application.” 

Day said the organization is 
different from any she has ever 
been in. 

“Its an interesting group,” 
Day said, “and everyone has to 
come together to achieve a com- 
mon goal. We have to make 
grad and professional students 
aware that it exists and that it 
can greatly benefit them.”

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Resolution for 
union dispute 
needed soon 


he Hotel Employees 
T and Restaurant Em- 

ployees Union Local 
11, which represents 320 
employees in USC’s housing 
and dining services, was out 
in force at Tommy Trojan 
Thursday afternoon to pro- 
test what they see as a move 
on the part of the university 
to delay contract negotia- 
tions until summer jobs are 
already lost. 

Yesterday's front page ar- 
ticle reported that though 
the terms of the union’s pri- 
or contract allow negotia- 
tions to, begin 90 days before 
the contract expires — in 
this case, June 30 — the uni- 
versity plans to wait until 
the bulk of students have 
left campus before beginning 
the proceedings. 
` The Local 11 issue has 
headlined at various points 
in the past five years, In this 
case, workers are justifiably 
scared that the delay before 
negotiations will leave them 
without work for three 
months. 

Due to the lack of activity 
on campus in summer, 
many housing and dining 
workers find themselves 
temporarily unemployed un- 
less they are supervisors. 

“We got a job and we 
(shouldn't) have to worry 
about it every year in the 
summertime,” said Charles 
Brooks, a cook for Dining 
Services. 

Brooks concern is valid: in 
1994, the university laid off 
nearly a third of its union 
employees and replaced 
them with outside cleaning 
and maintenance contractors 
who were paid $5 an hour 
without medical benefits, 
Local 11 President Maria 
Elena Durazo said. Union 
workers lobbied successfully 
in the past for medical bene- 
fits, but those cease during 
summer for all but 
supervisors. 

An unfortunate side ef- 
fect, according to Susan 
Schroeder, spokeswoman for 
the Employment Develop- 
ment Department of Califor- 
nia, is that the Local 11 
members are not considered 
unemployed during summer 
and therefore unemploy- 
ment benefits are not 
applicable. 

While the dilemmas of 
housing and dining workers 
may seem of little import to 
students, one should re- 
member that they provide 
valuable and necessary ser- 
vices, A large number of 
students and faculty reside 
in USC housing, and most 
students utilize campus din- 
ing facilities. 

Also, USC’s policy should 
be viewed in terms of its ef- 
fect on the surrounding 
community, the home of 
most Local 11 employees. 
While the university has re- 
iterated its promise to invest 
in the community, its action 
to delay negotiations at the 
possible cost of union jobs 
seems contradictory. 

If the university has valid 
reasons for delaying the ne- 
gotiations until the end of 
the semester when they 
could be going on today, ac- 
cording to the contract's 
rules, it has yet to clearly 
state them, Until it does, 
there will be more and more 
picketers at Tommy Trojan.

Besides the atmosphere, cof- 
fee is what will draw you to The 
Living Room. 

Espresso (single, $2.00) will 
do the trick to oe you going 
through the night. The Living 
Room offers the standard fare of 
cappuccino and lattes at inex- 
pensive prices. If you desire 
more than a mocha, try one of 
the many baked goods, 


If The Living Room is not 
your cup of coffee, hit the road 
and hoof up to Melrose. 

Melrose has a variety of coffee 
houses, You can choose any- 
thing from Starbucks to Stir 
Crazy (see accompanying 
review). 

The Starbucks on Melrose is 
similar to the other Starbucks in 
Los Angeles. 

If you want an OK cup of cof- 
fee or cappuccino this place is 
for you. The only positive thing 
about this Starbucks is, it’s a 
good place to people watch. 


After sipping the industrial 
style coffee at Starbucks, take a 
few steps down the street and 
you'll bump into the gem of 
Melrose: Java Joint. 


Java Joint is more than a cof- 
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feehouse; it doubles as a cool 
street cafe. 

It was an accident that I found 
Java Joint. I was looking for Stir 
Crazy, so I could cram for an 
upcoming midterm, but Java 
Joint jumped out. 

The place: serves your stan- 
dard coffeehouse fare and a few 
other items not usually found at 
a coffee house. Since it opens at 
7 a.m. daily, you can order a 
bowl of oatmeal and buy day- 
old pastries (75 cents). 


The star attraction at Java 
Joint is not the coffee. The cap- 
puccino (single, $2.25) and mo- 
cha (single, $2.50) are 
delectable, But more important- 
ly, Java Joint is a great place to 
watch people. 


People-watching seemed to be 
the main activity during the af- 
ternoon. The sidewalk patrons 
spent more time checking out 
the crowds than talking. 


After scanning the street, the 
intimate atmosphere will entice 
you to come back. The long nar- 
row room is crammed with little 
round tables made for two and 
the long sofa makes conversing 
easy. 


The Sunday night I visited, 
the crowds were gone and the 
place changed to a relaxed atmo- 
sphere. Instead of the usual Mu- 
zak, a small live band performed 
for me and a friend (we were the 
only patrons around 11 p.m.). 
The drummer took our order 
and served us. A band plays at 
Java Joint about twice a month.

Just one block east of La Brea 
on Melrose lies a treasure called 
Stir Crazy (6917 Melrose Ave.). 

Frequented by many ‘SC stu- 
dents as well as stars like Molly 
Ringwald and Quentin Taran- 
tino, Stir Crazy offers the perfect 
coffeehouse experience for 
studying, dating, gaming or just 
getting away to relax.

morrow’s midterm. Mellow mu- 
sic can always be heard, 
everything from “American Pie” 
to Enya to jazz.

Another bonus is that unlike 
most L.A. coffeehouses, Stir 
Crazy permits smoking, but 
never becomes smoke-filled. 


Finally, the other key ingredi- 
ent for a coffeehouse is — big 
surprise — the coffee. For a dol- 
lar, patrons can enjoy a continu- 
ously refilled cup of coffee ina 
variety of flavors. Also recom- 
mended are the cafe mocha and 
latte. For non-coffee drinkers, 
Stir Crazy offers a variety of 
teas, hot cider, hot chocolate 
and more, On warm nights, Stir 
Crazy’s smoothies are delicious. 


Aside from drinks, Stir Crazy 
offers tasty sandwiches served 
on croissants and baguettes.

Van Go's Ear (796 Main St.) is 
archetypal amongst the archi- 
pelago of coffeehouses in Venice 
Beach. 

Since it’s open 24 hours, you 
can show up at 4 in the morning 
and order anything from their 
extensive menu of “Gourmet 
Grubb,” or just choose one of 
the wide variety of drinks. 

The food and drinks are a bit 
pricey — $4.50 for a Double Mo- 
cha Latte. However, the ambi- 
ance of the place more than 
makes up for your suddenly 
light pocketbook. 

The two-story building has a 
patio and balcony. It is painted a 
abe amut of colors, from yel- 
ow walls to green floors, to pur- 
ple stairs, to gold-tone rafters, 

The furniture dutifully mir- 
rors the eccentric paint scheme, 
with artfully mismatched tables 
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and chairs. From Victorian 
chairs to modern cubist ones, 
the upstairs is littered with the 
remnants of garage sales past. 
Van Go's Ear plays every type 
of music, as the place is fre- 
quented by every imaginable 
sort of person. Beatniks, busin- 
esspeople, punks, yuppies, 
surfers, ravers, moviestars, and 
old couples in love — they all 
gather here with some degree of 
comfort and harmony. 
Probably the most interesting 
four walls of the place are near 
the register, where Van Go's Ear 
has its art gallery. The gallery 
features 10-15 pieces by un- 
known artists, which change ev- 
ery six weeks. The art varies in 
style and content — one month 
it may be abstract, the next it 
may intings of old-time 
country flapper girls, and the 
following it will be hot-rod art. 
Once known as “The Haunt- 
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ed House,” the yellow building 
that shelters this coffee place 
was rumored to have ghosts. 
Since nobody would rent the 
house for more than two or 
three months, it was zoned 
commercial. 

And so Van Go's Ear was 
created. 

“We're here to give the ghosts 
a 24-hour run for their money,” 
reads the restaurant brochure. 
“Everyone of every lifestyle is 
either working at Van Go's Ear, 
or walking through the door.” 

Even famous people frequent 
this place. According to the bro- 
chure, such celebrities as Ma- 
donna, JFK Jr., O.J. Simpson 
and the Pope have paid the 
house a visit. 

This is the coffeehouse to end 
all coffehouses. You can read, 
talk, plan, scheme, wish or 
dream, The ambiance suits all 
pursuits.

Women’s tennis drops to No. 25 with a bullet 


Burt displeased with ranking 
as USC heads to Bay Area

A schedule heavy with big hitters has the 
USC women’s tennis team dropping in the 
rankings as it travels north to take on No. 10 
California and No. 7 Stanford over the 
weekend. 

The Women of Troy (6-9) have, thus far, 
lost to seven teams ranked ahead of them: 
Arizona, Arizona State, Pepperdine, Wil- 
liam & Mary, Texas, Duke and UCLA. 

USC has defeated No. 20 San Diego, 


No. 40 San Diego State and No. 17 Arizona 
State, yet has fallen from No. 13 to No. 25 
after losing last week to No. 4 UCLA. 

“The ranking system is always changing,” 
USC Coach Ed Burt said. “And now they're 
supposed to be taking into consideration a 
team’s schedule, but the math is just not 
working out.” 

In order to avoid regional play for en- 
trance into the NCAA championships, the 
Women of Troy must climb into the top 20 
for an automatic berth, which doesn’t bode 
well for a team whose next six opponents 
rank in the top 20. 

“We're being punished for having a good, 
tough schedule,” Burt said, 


It’s a schedule that has the Women of 
Troy going against the Bears (8-4) today at 
1:30 p.m. in Berkeley and against the Cardi- 
nal (14-2) at 1 p.m. in Palo Alto on Saturday.
